TOKYO (AP) — A Chinese govern­ 
ment spokesman announced that 
Premier Hua Kuofeng has been ap­ 
pointed to succeed the late Mao Tse- 
tung as chairman of the Chinese Com­ 
munist party, Japan’s Kyodo news 
service reported today from Peking. 
The announcement followed reports 
that Mao’s widow and three other 
Politburo officials were under arrest. 


Wall posters appeared in Peking last 
week reporting the succession of the 
57-year-old Hua, but there had been no 
official announcement. The spokes­ 
man said it had been delayed to allow 
the 
entire 
Communist 
party 
organization to be informed in ad­ 
vance, Kyodo said. 


There still was no confirmation of 
unofficial reports from Peking that 
Mao’s widow, Chiang Ching, and three 
other high ranking officials associated 
with the party’s radical wing had been 
arrested, accused of plotting a coup. 
These reports suggested that serious 
infighting was going on and that 
positions still might not have solidified 
since Mao died on Sept. 9. 


The official Hsinhua news agency 
had not reported Hua’s appointment.

Kills 17 
In Mexico 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico (AP) - Five 
Americans, all of them believed to be 
from New York City, were among the 
17 persons killed and 63 injured in the 
collision of a two-car sightseeing train 
and a freight train in the mountains of 
northwest Mexico, officials report. 
The

ministration blamed the engineer and 
conductor of the passenger train for 
the wreck Sunday afternoon. 
The Chihuahua district attorney’s 
office tentatively identified three dead 
Americans: Mary Jennifer Loya, 30; 
Catherine Lloyd Baker, 28; and Mary 
Gertrude Mortellaro, 25. 
It said two Americans were injured: 
Paul Joseph Callsen and Mary Callsen 
Sordia. 
Railway 
officials 
said 
132 
passengers — most of them Mexican 
travel agents — were aboard the two 
self-powered, glass-domed railcars. 
They were en route to the Tarahumara 
Indian reservation and the Pacific 
coast via the scenic route from 
Chihuahua across the mountains. 
The passenger train crashed into a 
30-car freight on a hairpin curve in the 
Sierra Madre mountains near the 
village of Pito Real, about 200 mies 
west of Chihuahua and about 200 miles 
south of the Arizona border. 
“There is no doubt about it,” said 
Hector Flores, a spokesman for the 
federal railroad administration. “The 
conductor and the engineer on the 
passenger cars disobeyed both signals 
and standing orders to stop at Pito 
Real and wait for a freight train to 
come through before proceeding along 
the single track. 
“This is definitely what caused the 
accident.” 
Thirty-one of the injured were still in 
Chihuahua hospitals Monday night. 
About half of them were in serious 
condition, the district attorney’s office 
said.

No New Bombshells In Dean Book 


WASHINGTON (AP) - John Dean’s 
Watergate book offers no new bomb­ 
shells, but his 415-page memoir is 
sprinkled with humor and detail to 
fascinate confirmed Watergate ad­ 
dicts and others. 
The former White House counsel’s 
book, 
“ Blind Ambition,” 
being 
published by Simon and Schuster, 
plows the already well-cultivated 
ground of the break-in at Democratic 
headquarters in the Watergate com­ 
plex here and the ensuing White House 
conspiracy to keep the lid on the 
scandal. 
But Dean’s plow has unearthed a bit 
of sex, a dash of drama and even a hint 
of mystery to freshen the familiar soil. 
Dean, whose revelation of White 
House involvement in the coverup was 
a major breakthrough in the in­ 
vestigation of the scandal, recently 
revealed that a member of President 
Ford’s Cabinet made an obscene slur 
against blacks. Other sources later 
identified the Cabinet member as 


Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz, who 
then resigned in the resulting con­ 
troversy. 
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Carter Calls Love Life Stories 'Seamy Lies'

Estonians, Latvians, Poles and 
Ukranians are among the American 
ethnic groups being represented at a 
White House meeting with President 
Ford, who is hoping he can “put the 
Eastern European m atter behind 
him.” 
Democratic nominee Jimmy Carter, 
at home today in Plains, Ga., denied 
rumors about his love life amid 
charges that they were spread by the 
Ford campaign. And Ford campaign 
spokesmen denied spreading the 
rumors. 
Ford scheduled meetings today with 
representatives of groups representing 
Americans of Polish, Hungarian, 
lithuanian, Latvian, Estonian, Czech, 
Slovak, Serbian and Ukranian descent. 
Ford will attempt to make up for his 
remark during last week’s debate with 
Carter when the President asserted, 
“There is no Soviet domination of 
Eastern Europe.” 
That remark brought immediate 
outcries from leaders of various 
groups representing Americans of 
Eastern European descent. The next 


day, Ford began backing off the 
comment and later said he did not 
concede Soviet domination of Eastern 
European countries. 
At least one of the ethnic leaders 
meeting with Ford today, Aloysius 
Mazewski, 
head 
of the 
Polish 
American Congress, got a call last 
week from Ford, who reportedly 
apologized for the statement. 


A White House aide said Ford called 
the meeting in hopes he can “put the 
E astern European m atter behind 
him” before he departs for a campaign 
trip into New York and New Jersey. 
At 
a Columbus Day ceremony 
Monday in Washington, Ford again 
tried to smooth over the debate 
remark by saying: “People of the Old 
World still look to the New World as the 
champion of freedom, the champion of 
human rights. America has been their 
hope and their help and we will never 
let them down.” 
Ford held a strategy session at the 
White House on Monday, and one of 
those attending was Sen. Bob Dole, his 
running mate. Dole, addressing the 
Eastern Europe issue, said Ford’s 
debate statement has had no adverse 


effect other than a “ferocious out­ 
pour mg of bitter words by Mr. Car­ 
ter.” 
Carter’s running mate, Sen. Walter 
Mondale, campaigned Monday in New 
York. 
Carter, in Eau Claire, Wis., Monday, 
said rumors allegedly being spread by 
Ford campaign workers about his 
having had an extramarital affair are 
“seamy” lies. 


A spokesman for Ford’s campaign 
committee 
denied any 
role 
in 
spreading the rumors about Carter, 
but columnist Jack Anderson, who 
first reported the story, said the ru­ 
mors were fed to him by four staff 
members of the President Ford 
Committee. 
Anderson, who refused to name the 
four Ford sources, said he had found 
no truth to the rumors. 
Anderson .said on ABC’s “Good 
Morning America” show that “Ford's 
campaign aides have been searching 
Jimmy Carter’s past for a sex scan­ 
dal.” He said the Ford campaign 
sources supplied him with the name of 
a woman they suggested had once had 
an affair with Carter and that they 


later offered him the names of four 
other women. 
William Greener, a spokesman for 
the 
Ford 
committee, 
replied: 
“Speaking for the top people of the 
committee, I absolutely deny that they 
had anything to do with the story, nor 
would they. If anyone around here 
were found doing such a thing, he 
would be fired on the spot." 
But Anderson said later that three of 
the sources in the Ford headquarters 
work for Greener. Informed of that, 
Greener said, “If someone can step up 
and tell me who they are, I will fire 
them on the spot.” Anderson has 
declined to name his sources. 
Anderson said the rumor also was 
spread to other reporters and that 
some of them told him it had come 
from Republican sources. “The only 
people who knew I had the allegation 
about Carter’s romances were the 
Ford aides who planted them with 
me,” Anderson said. 
Carter said he heard about the 
rumors Saturday and “it caused me 
and Rosalynn some concern at first.” 
The New York Times said its 
reporters heard the rumors from both 
Republicans and Democrats but that 


efforts to ascertain the original source 
were unsuccessful. The Los Angeles 
Times said a Ford campaign source 
passed the rumor to its reporters in 
Washington. The newspaper said it did 
not print the rumors because it found 
nothing to substantiate them.

secretary, said he received about 50 
inquiries on the subject. He said 
reporters who called him indicated the 
rumor was from “highly placed Re­ 
publican officials.” Powell said he was 
not given any names.

Indians 
Get Payoff 
For Land 


TAMA, Iowa (AP) — After 30 years 
of legal pow-wows, the Mesquakie 
Indians have collected $6.6 million 
from Uncle Sam as settlement of a 
century-old debt for 17 million acres of 
land. 
The tribe that lives in Tama’s pine- 
forested hills got the money for land it 
once owned in Iowa, Missouri, Illinois 
and Kansas. The U.S. government 
acquired it in IO treaties between 1804 
and 1867. 
“The government is very slow when 
it 
comes 
to 
Indians,” 
Frank 
Pushetonequa, the tribal planner, said 
in an interview. President Ford signed 
a bill appropriating the money last 
year, after the tribe won a court suit. 
The tribe decided to divide 80 per 
cent of the money — $5, 267,738 — 
among its 902 members now and put 
the rest into a trust held by the federal 
government. If the Mesquakie want 
some of that $1,316,395 or its interest, 
they must say how they intend to use it. 
“People think we’re getting so much 
money, but they don’t realize how 
small the individual payments are,” 
said Pushetonequa. 
Per capita payments were $5,840. 
The tribe’s 329 minors get their shares 
when they reach age 18. 
“That kind of money is nothing 
today,” said a Mesquakie housewife, 
who spent most of her $5,840 on bills. 
Merchants in this central Iowa town 
reported increased sales to the Indians 
after the windfall arrived last month, 
especially of household appliances, 
television sets and clothing.

Shots Fatal? 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - A county 
health clinic was shut down today as a 
precautionary measure following the 
deaths of three elderly persons hours 
after they received swine flu shots at 
the clinic. 
Allegheny County Coroner Cyril 
Wecht said his office had no evidence 
of a direct connection between the 
immunization shots and the deaths. He 
added, however, that the stress of 
getting the shots may have contributed 
to the deaths. 
The victims, who died within hours 
of receiving their inoculations Mon­ 
day, were Charles Gabig, 71, of Mount 
Oliver; Julia Bucci, 75, of Whitehall, 
and Ella Michael, 74, of Mount 
Washington. 
They had been immunized at the 
South Side clinic with the combination 
vaccine used for older people and high 
risk cases, people with chronic ill­ 
nesses.

Palestinian guerrillas claimed Syrian 
forces launched a new offensive today 
toward the port of Sidon. 
The reported attack came hours 
after Syria threatened to punish the 
Palestinians for attacks on Syrian 
property overseas and half a day after 
a new cease-fire agreement was an­ 
nounced in Lebanon’s civil war. 


A guerrilla communique said the 
armored assault got under way at 
midday after a six-hour barrage of 
artillery and rocket launchers on 
guerrilla positions eight miles east of 
Sidon. 


Syrian armor is attacking in two 
columns to the west and southwest 
from the Christian town of Jezzine, 
blasting positions of guerrillas and 
their leftist Lebanese allies on roads 
leading to the port, the communique 
said.

spokesmen earlier claimed their 
forces entered Marjayoun, a major 
leftist stronghold in southern Lebanon 
six miles north of the Israeli border. 
The reported offensive came on the 
heels of a Syrian threat to strike 
against guerrillas in retaliation for 
attacks on Syrian embassies abroad.

“They (the IRS) have not bothered 
us, even though we filed as single 
adults, paying $1,300 less than a 
married couple would,” Byter said. 
He said the IRS ruled earlier this 
year “not recognizing divorces like 
ours. 
“But, until that ruling is upheld in 
court, we have no plans to stop getting 
annual divorces until the tax law is 
made equitable.”

Ferguson said the district is $500 
below the $7,400 state minimum 
because “we don’t have the money to 
pay it,” but he was confident a 10-mill 
levy on the Nov. 2 ballot would reverse 
the money pinch.

Fall Crop 
Rise Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Crop 
Reporting Board projects that farmers 
will produce 3 per cent more of the 14 
major fresh-market fall vegetables 
this year than they did last October, 
November and December. 
Reporting on fall-quarter intentions, 
the board said that the prospective 
area for harvest is 226,750 acres, an 
increase of one per cent. Based on 
average yields, that should produce 
43.5 million hundredweight, it said. 
Among the vegetables, greater pro­ 
duction than a year ago is expected 
for broccoli, cabbage, carrots, celery, 
sweet corn and green peppers. 
Decreases were indicated for snap 
beans, 
cauliflower, 
cucumbers, 
eggplant, escarole, lettuce, spinach 
and tomatoes. 
In its final forecast of summer onion 
production, the board estimated a 
harvest of 16.9 million hundredweight 
or 1.69 billion pounds. That would be 20 
per cent greater than in 1975 and 2 per 
cent more than it thought a month ago. 
About 40 per cent more melons are 
expected from the fall harvest this fall, 
compared to 1975, because of a 41 per 
cent hike in acreage, the board added.

Both Sides Seek Southern Political A d v a n ta ge

Beneath the contest between Jimmy 
Carter and President Ford in the South 
is another struggle. It may determine 
the political direction of the New South 
and the chances for a new Republican 
majority. 


By nominating a native Southerner 
for president, the Democrats have 
done two things crucial to the future of 
the region: 


—They have ended a long free ride 
for 
Republicans in the South 
national elections. 
in 


—And they have made it possible for 
many Southern Democrats to stop 
doing their own thing at the local level 
while ignoring the party’s presidential 
ticket. 


Ever since the Dixiecrats bolted the 
party in 1948, the once Solid South has 
been eroding for the Democrats. 
Dwight Eisenhower made inroads in 
1952 and 1956, and Richard Nixon held 
some of the new ground in 1960. Barry 
Coldwater took five Southern states in 
1964 despite a Texan heading the 
Democratic ticket. 


In 1968 only Texas stayed with the 
Democrats. What George Wallace 
didn’t win with his third party bid, 
Nixon got. And in 1972 Nixon took them 
all. 


Tile split began over civil rights, but 
it spread to other issues on which 
Southern voters generally concluded 
that the Republican presidential nomi­ 
nees were more conservative, and 
therefore 
closer 
to 
their 
own 
traditions, 
than 
the 
national 
Democratic party. 


Local Democrats, meanwhile, most 
of them just as conservative as any 
Republican, sim ply ignored the 
national party, or even denounced it 
while campaigning back home. They 
ran on their own strength and voting 
habits older than the Civil War. 


At the same time they continued to 
call themselves Democrats, keeping 
their seniority in Congress and other 
benefits of national party support. 
TTiey had the best of both worlds. 
But a couple of things happened 
which threatened this comfortable 
accommodation. For one thing, once 
Southerners had dared to vote against 
the party of their fathers at one level, it 
was an easier step to the next. 
Southern districts began sending 
Republicans to Congress for the first 
time since Reconstruction. 
Sensing a trend, some newcomers 
decided to enter politics under the new 
banner, and some lifelong Democrats, 
Uke Sen. Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina, who had first defected as 
Dixiecrats, completed the switch and 
became Republicans. 
But just as the conservative mood of 
the Old South was leading it to what 
was seen as the more conservative 
party, the old patterns were being 
broken by the 1965 voting rights act, 
which brought thousands of new black 
voters onto the rolls. 
Segregationists were no longer 
autom atically winning elections. 
Blacks began to be elected to public

This is a growing class in the South 
and could provide a reasonable base 
for a growing Republican party no 
matter who wins the presidency — if 
the GOP can adapt its approach and 
cultivate these voters. 
On the other hand, one of the things 
which has stumped Ford’s strategists 
is the way the rural South and the 
growing urban 
industrial 
working 
class is sticking with Carter. 
Despite their conservative bent on 
social issues, these people are closely 
affected by the basic economic issues 
which have always been the strength 
of the Democratic party. Recession 
and inflation influence them just as 
much as voters anywhere else. 
That basic Carter strength has not 
been lost on the Democrats of the old 
school. While Ford is picking up some 
Democratic support in the South, he is 
not getting it in the measure that 
Nixon, Coldwater, and Eisenhower 
did. There are people lining up behind 
Carter who haven’t backed the 
national ticket in two or three decades. 
If 
this 
m eans 
em bracing 
a 
liberalized New South in the person of 
Jimmy Carter, most of them seem 
willing to do it. This was graphically 
illustrated when Sens. Jam es Eastland 
and John Stennis accompanied Carter 
to Mississippi for a public annointing. 
Even Ross Barnett, who was perhaps 
the most famous of Mississippi’s 
segregationist governors, is on Car­ 
ter’s steering committee in the state. 
Ford’s hopes of saving the South for 
the GOP lie in trying to convince 
Southerners that as a conservative he 
holds greater right to their loyalties, 
even though Carter was bom and 
raised in their midst. 
“ He may talk like us but he doesn’t 
think like us,” said Haley Barbour, the 
young Mississippian who is Ford’s 
Southern coordinator. And that is the 
heart of the strategy, that the South 
“ will vote principles instead of 
geography.” 
Carter’s hopes lie in the belief that 
the New South retains its traditional 
regional pride while it tolerates new 
ideas. 
‘‘We don’t think Jim m y’s out of the 
mainstream of the South,” said Phil 
Wise, Carter’s Southern coordinator. 
“ A lot of the pride of the South is at 
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stake in this race.” 
Some Carter supporters see his 
candidacy as a kind of vindication of 
the South, and this has made a lot of 
Southerners protective of Jim m y 
Carter. 
After his Playboy interview ap­ 
peared some Carter campaign offices 
received calls from people asking just 
which verses of Scripture he had been 
referring to in his explanation of pride 
and lust. 
“ Now these people know the Bible,” 
said Dunn. ‘ They weren’t asking for 
their own instruction. They wanted the 
right verses to defend him with.” 
One problem Ford has in cam­ 
paigning in the South stems from the 
very nature of Republican 
party 
growth in the region. It has been based 
largely on the appeal of a national 
ticket which sold itself and never built 
a local base independent of coattails. 
In some Southern states — louisiana 
is a good example — the Republican 
party has been run more like a private 
club than a political party. It lacks the 
organization and m achinery for 
delivering the vote. 
Ford must necessarily depend 
largely on direct appeal from the 
candidate to the voter through media 
or through central telephone banks, 
both highly expensive. 
Nevertheless, Ford has potential in 
some areas of the South, primarily 
because of the ideological appeal his 
campaign is trying to press. 
Although the national polls show 
Carter’s regional Lead over Ford as 
great as 20 percentage points, local 
polling and a field survey by The Asso­ 
ciated Press show Ford within striking

distance in louisiana, with its large 
Catholic vote and pockets of high 
conservatism; in Mississippi, with its 
conservative 
nature; 
in 
South 
Carolina, home state of Thurmond and

Edwards; and in Florida, where Ford 
strategists say they are six points 
behind and gaining. 
Texas 
and 
Virginia, 
where 
Republicans have shown consistent 
strength in recent years, are con­ 
sidered toss-up states. 
C arter’s headquarters disagrees 
with the Republican claims and says 
Carter 
is 
leading 
com fortably 
throughout the South The futures of a 
lot of Democrats are riding on this 
confidence.

whether to take C. Northcote 
Parkinson seriously. Some 
who try to pass him off lightly 
find that his words frequently 
come back to haunt them. 
Parkinson, of course, is the 
famed Briton who began his 
climb to fame as an historian, 
but became world renowned 
when he turned his attention to 
promulgating as laws some of 
the more ridiculous patterns of 
human behavior. 
The best known Parkinson 
Law is the work expansion law 


conceived in 1957. which says 
that “work expands so as to fill 
the 
time 
available 
for 
its 
com pletion.'' 
This 
is 
the 
classical 
definition 
of 
bureaucracy as anyone who 
has been in contact with it 
would recognize. 
Parkinson even had a law 
for domestic strife. In a book 
called 
“ Mrs. 
P arkinson’s 
Law.' the professor stated it 
thus: 
“ Heat produced by pressure 
expands to fill 
the mind 
available, from which it can 
pass on to a cooler mind.’'

“Of course, at the age I am now < 68), 
I wonder what I was beefing about.

But I made it a policy then, 
and it s still my policy now. never to 
see myself on film until after the 
publicity and promotion interviews 
were all over. Because I’m one of those 
unsubtle human beings — I'd say, ‘Oh, 
it’s a good production' but, if I didn't 
mean it, you'd know immediately.

So she hasn't seen "The Disap­ 
pearance of Aimee,” the Hallmark 
Hall of Fame in which she plays the 
mother of the flamboyant evangelist, 


Aimee Semple McPherson. She'll see it 
November 17, on NBO, along with 
everybody else; that way she can talk 
clearly about it. 
"Back in the early ’30s,” Bette says 
wistfully, "when Aimee was the 
sensation of the era, I went to see her 
at her huge temple in lx>s Angeles and 
she was absolutely magnificent. She 
put on a theatrical performance that 
whipped Sarah Bernhardt. Oh God, 
how I wanted to do her story then. I 
fought to play Aimee, but the censors 
wouldn’t hear of it. A religious person 
— make a movie about her'’ Absolutely 
not. So we I Bette and her studio. 
Warner Bros.) had to drop it." 
Now, 40 years later, Faye Dunaway 
gets the role. Does Bette mind?

NEW YORK (AP) — During the past 
week various statistical indicators 
pointed to 
a 
less than 
buoyant 
economy, but perhaps of even greater 
significance they influenced greatly 
the election race. 
The index of leading economic in­ 
dicators fell sharply. Wholesale prices 
rose. 
The 
unemployment 
rate 
remained high. 
The index of leading indicators is 
generally considered one of the most 
significant barometers of economic 
activity. When it is high and rising it 
suggests fair economic weather; when 
falling it foretells storms. 
But the index of leading indicators 
quivers much, much more than most 
of us realize, so greatly in fact that the 
cliche “all over the lot” can almost be 
applied. 
When it is announced each month it 
is read by many people as a rigidly set 
figure, computer-accurate and 
in­ 
fallible. It isn’t. It is revised each 
month, month after month. The 
reading for the same month might 
undergo a dozen monthly revisions. 
The wholesale price index is not 
subject to so many revisions, but it is 
open 
to 
the 
same 
amount 
of 
questioning. Is the index accurate? Is 
it meaningful? 
Some economists have faith in this 
index, but Prof. Richard Ruggles, Yale 
University economist, isn’t among 
them. He maintains it is “quite mean­ 
ingless.” He suggests it is a concoction 
rather than an indicator. 
Why should Ruggles have such a low 
opinion? Because, under government 
contract, he has analyzed the index 
and, in fact, is working to develop a 
new statistical formula to replace it. 


The unemployment rate also has its 
critics. 
Does it overstate unemployment? 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
maintains it does, and that as a con­ 
sequence its economy has been 
damaged by, among other things, 
higher borrowing costs. 


Does it understate unemployment? 
Scores of municipalities, including the 
City of St. Louis, says yes. They feel 
cheated because, they say, the under­ 
stated figures deprive them of federal 
revenue-sharing funds. 
Is the jobless total an accurate 
count? It isn’t even a count. Few 
people realize that it results from a 
small sample that is then put through a 
computer. It is a formulation rather 
than a count. It is weighted, averaged, 
adjusted — and also corrected, but not 
until after the end of the year. 
Why do we pay so much attention to 
the numbers? Well, they are in­ 
dicators. 
Economists 
generally 
believe Washington’s statistics are the 
best in the world. But professional 
economists also understand that fig­ 
ures can mislead. 
Much of the public fails to possess 
such understanding, and therefore 
often assumes these numbers to be 
perfect. Didn’t they come out of the 
computer? 


Candidates also find the numbers 
make campaign material. President 
Ford, who is now being hurt by the 
numbers, relied heavily on them 
earlier in the campaign to suggest that 
he was moving the economy ahead. 
Jimmy Carter has exploited them too. 
Question; Should a president be 
elected by the numbers? 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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during the filming, I sat there in the 
temple and wished 20 years could be 
taken off, but what can you do?” 
Besides, there’s a curious sort of 
satisfaction for Bette Davis in seeing 
Faye Dunaway in the role. “We didn’t 
meet until the filming,” said Bette, 
"and as Faye walked in the door, I 
thought My God, you could be my 
daughter!’ Her eyes aren’t like mine, 
but we have the same facial structure, 
the same cheekbones.” (Still pictures 
from the Hallmark production confirm 
a remarkable resemblance between 
Dunaway as Aimee, and Davis as her 
mother, Minnie Kennedy.) 
While making the production, Faye 
was aware that it had been Bette’s 
dream to play the evangelist role four 
decades ago, but they never discussed 
it. “We are too busy” said Bette, “to 
talk aboiA anything, shooting a three- 
week schedule.” About their mutual 
profession, “Faye only said one thing. 
She said she wished Hollywood was the 
way it was when I had all those great 
starring roles. Movies were a woman’s 
medium then. She was absolutely 
right.” 
Bette Davis hasn’t changed much, in 
appearance, over the last decade. 
Whatever she thinks of her face, it is 
still 
largely 
eyes — and wild 
animation. Joe Mankiewicz once said, 
“On Bette Davis’ 
tombstone they 
should inscribe, ‘She Did It the Hard 
Way,’ ” and she agrees with him. She’s 
starred in 85 movies — and four un­ 
successful marriages — and has 
managed to come out reasonably 
contented. 
“Life hasn’t been easy, but nothing 
is much fun to me if it’s easy,” said 
Bette. "It’s that old Yankee spirit in 
me, demanding hardships. The only 
time I’ve really been unhappy was in 
the early years. Son of a B., those 
awful movies where I was a parachute 
jumper, a housewife, the bureau of 
missing persons.” Then she persuaded 
Warners to let her go to RKO to make 
"Of Human Bondage,” and it turned 
her career around. “I got that part 
because none of the other ladies in 
town would play a bitch heroine, and 
after that I played all the rotten, mean 
bitch roles Hollywood had — which 
wasn’t acting at all, of course.” 
She should have won the Academy 
Award for “Bondage” in 1934, but “It 
Happened One Night” 
swept the 
Oscars that year. There was such a 
loud protest that the Academy of Arts 
and Sciences hired Price-Waterhouse 
to monitor the votes the following year 
(and ever after). So in 1935, she did win 
her Oscar, for "Dangerous” — “which 
was a stinkin’ picture, but they felt 
they owed it to me.” After that, Bette 
was the most adored star — indeed, the 
Queen, as they called her — of 
Hollywood. 
In recent years, she’s starred in 
other films, largely playing character 
roles in horror stories. “Blood, gore,” 
but who cares as long as you’re 
working. To her amazement, her latest 
movie, 
“ Burnt 
Offerings,” 
has 
received rave reviews from the New 
York critics. “The New York Times 
says ifs the best horror movie ever 
made. I think I’ll have to go see it.” 
She has also made eight pilots for TV 
series in the last 15 years, “and never 
sold one. 
Seems all the female- 
starring series have comediennes— 
and they don’t want that from me.” 
But the scripts keep rolling in, and 
Bette keeps reading them. “I’ve just 
read one I loved, but I mustn’t do it. 
I’m too old. That’s something I’m very 
careful about. If you take a role for 
which you’re too old — as a lot of the 
male stars did — it just doesn’t come 
off. You’ve got to be honest with the 
public. Anyway, I have plenty to do, 
and thank heaven. I think the greatest 
tragedy that faces women is when 
their children grow up and they are no 
longer 
needed. 
I 
don’t 
get 
any 
residuals from my old films, but 
they’re still showing, and as long as 
they’re being shown, ITI always get 
roles and won’t be forgotten. I have 
one H of a time now, finding decent 
roles, but at least I get work. I never 
feel unneeded and useless.”

Our son, who is at college, has had 
attacks of epilepsy since childhood. 
With medication, the epilepsy has been 
controlled. Yet he lives in terror that 
there will be a recurrence and that his 
classmates at college will abandon 
him. He insists on keeping his history 
secret.

Dear Mr. and Mrs. D.: 
Thousands of people who are victims 
of epilepsy 
have made complete 
adjustments in their social lives. 
With 
modern 
drugs, 
epileptic 
seizures can almost always be 
controlled. Nevertheless, there is a 
marked overlay of anxiety that an 
attack may again occur , even with 
adequate treatment. 


It is unfortunate that your son has 
not yet been able to recognize that 
there is no shame or stigma in having 
epilepsy. It is no greater reflection on 
him than an attack of pneumonia or a 
leg fracture. 
It is only with maturity, attained 
with psychological support, that these 
people can reveal to friends and 


colleagues that epilepsy does exist. 
Once this is revealed to those close to 
your son, he will find sympathetic 
understanding without overindulgence 
and no loss of personal dignity. People 
with epilepsy are courageous and 
deserve the admiration they get for 
their accomplishments despite their 
handicap. 
You 
son 
can, 
with 
psychological guidance, be liberated 
from the bonds of secrecy.

The concept of a free press was laid 
down before the American revolution 
by Sir William Blackstone as follows: 
“The liberty of the press is indeed 
essential to the nature of a free state, 
but this consists of laying no previous 
restraints upon publication, and not in 
freedom from censure for criminal 
matter when published.” 
The Founding Fathers knew some 
had a fear of democracy as well as a 
fear of despotism. The best cure they 
found that disposed of these fears was 
guarantee of freedom of speech and 
freedom of the press which was in­ 
corporated into the First Amendment. 
James Madison drafted the First 
Amendment: “Congressshall make no 
law abridging the freedom of speech or 
of the press.” 
Thomas Jefferson 
cautioned us when he said “Our liberty 
depends on the freedom of the press 
and that cannot be limited without 
being lost.” 
Alexis de Tocqueville observed in 
the 1830’s that an independent press 
constituted the chief element of 
freedom in the modem world. A nation 
which is determined to remain free is 
therefore right in demanding the 
unrestrained 
exercise 
of 
this 
independence. 
In this schizophrenic, nuclear area 
the spokesman for sanity should be the 
calm journalistic voices, but in spite of 
the unhappiness with our society the 
press owes the people absolute in­ 
tellectual honesty. It must continue to 
tell them how it is, painful as it may be 
for them as well as the press. If given 
the truth the people can be depended 
upon to meet any national cnsis. 
The great point is to bring them the 
truth. Public opinion based on our 
misinformation will put our country 
into great trouble. The truth can be 
like a sleeping giant, slow to rouse, but 
magnificent in its strength. In arriving 
at the truth, the press should not in­ 
flame the public purposely, but neither 
should it lull the public into a false 
sense of security. 
Our press is not a tenant of political 
power and that is why almost nothing 
goes on in government that is not 
examined, re-examined, plumbed, 
analyzed, guessed about, criticized 
and caricatured by the media. All this 
affects the American people, as it 
should. But that doesn’t mean that 
they necessarily accept it as revealed 
truth. 
The virtue of liberty, and the ground 
on which we may best justify our belief 
in it, is that it will tolerate errors in 
order to serve the truth. 
The press naturally wants to report 
all the news that is fit to print, and at 
times its concern with the rights of the 
accused to a fair and impartial trial 


may appear secondary. On the other 
hand, individual judges, overly con­ 
cerned with a fair trial, may underrate 
the right of the people to be fully in­ 
formed. Judges, need to better un­ 
derstand the journalist’s point of view. 
Newsmen are not enemies of the 
judicial 
system. 
They 
are 
not 
necessarily out to sell papers or boost 
ratings. Journalists are, on the con­ 
trary, usually characterized by, even 
obsessed by, a powerful sense of 
justice. Recognition of this by the 
courts is essential. A juror may be 
unable to form an independent 
judgment 
because 
of 
his 
own 
prejudices. That is why prospective 
jurors can be challenged. And, if 
publicity is thought to be a factor, 
trials can be postponed, venues 
changed, jurors sequestered. 
The newspapers are the custodians 
of the freedom of the press, once they 
begin to use that freedom to their own 
advantage they place it in jeopardy. 
Lest we forget, the liberty exercised by 
the press belongs to all the people and 
not the press alone. 
The press, whose livelihood is in the 
furnishing of information and opinion 
to others, therefore have both the 
privilege of freedom and the duty to 
make it worth keeping. 
The people can make freedom of the 
press worth keeping by writing their 
Senators and Congressmen to see that 
their freedom is never curtailed by 
legislation. 
To 
paraphrase 
Ben 
Franklin, we have our freedom, if we 
can keep it. 


Schorr Soys U.S. 
People Need Data 


LINCOLN, Neb. (AP) — Former 
CBS news correspondent Daniel 
Schorr says the American people 
“need to know, want to know and don’t 
want to bury their heads in the sand.” 
Schorr told an audience of about 
1,000 at the University of Nebraska- 
Luicoln on Sunday that his leaking of 
an intelligence report to the Village 
Voice, a New York City newspaper, 
was not a question of the arrogance of 
a reporter. “It has always been, 
basically, the question of your right to 
know,” he said.

prevented the House Ethics Com­ 
mittee, looking into the leaking of the 
intelligence report, from issuing a 
contempt citation against him.

CONCORD, N.H. 
(AP) - New 
Hampshire is having one of its liveliest 
governor’s races in years. The out­ 
come may provide the first test of what 
effect thousands of new residents will 
have on the state's politics. 
Republican Gov. Meldrim Thomson, 
a conservative known for his out­ 
spoken views, is pitted against liberal 
Democrat Harry Spanos in the 
November election. Thomson is trying 
to become the second governor in the 
state's modem history to serve three 
straight temis. 
New Hampshire, which despite its 
small size grabs national attention 
every four years with the country’s 
first 
presidential 
primary, 
traditionally has been conservative 
and over-whelmingly Republican. 
But in the past six years more than 
80,000 new people — about IO per cent 
of the state’s population — have settled 
in New Hampshire, many of them 
seeking to escape higher taxes in other 
states. New Hampshire is the only 
state with neither a sales nor an in­ 
come tax. 
The Thomson-Spanos race, ac­ 
cording to a number of veteran 
politicians, is expected to test the 
sentiments of those new voters 
because Thomson and Spanos have 
opposing views on a litany of issues, in­ 
cluding the emotional subject of taxes. 
In their first joint appearance at a 
Chamber of Commerce breakfast in 
Manchester, Thomson called Spanos 
an “ ultra socialist” after Spanos ac­ 
cused Thomson of “ one man rule” and 
undermining government operations 
during both his two-year terms. 
Spanos, 50, a former state senator 
and an articulate spokesman for the 
progressive wing of his party, sur­ 
prised many politicians by defeating 
two other Democrats in the primary. 
Thomson easily defeated a moderate 
Republican 
to 
get 
the 
GOP 
nomination, rolling up 65 per cent of 
the votes. 
Thomson, although remaining the 
favorite, is facing the stiffest race yet 
because of a divided Republican party 
and a Democratic party which has 
captured three of the state’s four 
congressional seats — two since 1974. 
“ You’re going to find the electorate 
is changing,” said John Lynch, 
executive director of the Democratic 
state committee. “ The election is 
going to be an indication of the 
changing mood of the electorate.” 
Peter Thomson, the governor’s son 
and campaign manager, agrees the 
election may give an insight on the 
changing electorate because the 
candidates have “ real philosophical 
differences.” 
“ If these people came to New 


Hampshire to 
escape taxes 
in 
Massachusetts 
they’ll 
vote 
for 
Meldrim Thomson. If they came to 
continue the policies of Massachusetts 
than they’ll vote for Harry Spanos,” 


said the younger Thomson. 
Thomson has banked his campaign 
on his unwavering opposition to the 
imposition of either general sales or 
income taxes and his generally con­ 


servative fiscal policy. Spanos, who as 
a state legislator voiced sympathy 
with a graduated income tax, has said 
in the campaign that he is opposed to 
any such tax at this time.

BOMBAY, India (AP) — AU 95 
persons aboard an Indian jetliner were 
killed early today when one of the 
plane’s two engines caught fire and the 
pilot crash-landed at Bombay’s Santa 
Cruz airport. 
The Caravelle jet was taking off for a 
domestic flight from Bombay to 
Madras, and an initial list indicated 
nearly all the 89 passengers were 
Indians. 
A larger Boeing had been scheduled 
to make the flight, but it developed 
engine trouble during a preflight 
check. The smaUer French plane 
replaced it, and 20 passengers were 
bumped from the flight. 
“Oh, God,” said one of them, ‘to 
think that I was to travel by that 
night.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Issue 4 on 
Ohio’s Nov. 2 ballot is a hotly debated 
proposal 
that 
promises 
lower 
“lifeline'' utility rates for residential 
users but calls for increased rates for 
industrial and commercial customers. 
Supporters claim it would have the 
effect of distributing increased utility 
costs more equitably—helping low and 
middle income families. Opponents 
say its arbitrary features penalize 
large, poor families and otherwise fall 
short of what sponsors are trying to do. 
The 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment requires reduced rates for 
residential users of electricity of up to 
400 kilowatt hours a month. It sets the 
guaranteed lower rate for up to 2, OOO 
kilowatt hours a month for all electric 
homes “substantially completed” by 
the effective date of the amendment. 
For natural gas, the amendment 
provides a lifeline rate for residential 
users for up to 30,000 cubic feet per 
month, and states that these con­ 
sumers may be charged no more than 
50 per cent additional per cubic foot for 
the next 20,000 cubic feet of gas used in 
each winter month. 
In addition, the proposal provides 
that no lifeline rates may be increased 
by adding any fuel or gas adjustment 
or any other utility expense, when 
rates are set or reset.

all other rates ” commercial and in­ 
dustrial, including schools, hospitals, 
and churches. 
The use figures that would be 
established in the Ohio Constitution 
are said by proponents—mainly the 
Ohioans For Utility Reform—to 
represent consumption for an average 
family to assure a minimum standard 
of living. 
Those figures have been disputed by 
the utility-oriented group called 
“ Citizens for Safe, Lower Cost 
Utilities,” which also is waging a 
campaign against Issues 5, 6, and 7— 
dealing with utility law reform in­ 
cluding nuclear safety and the right to 
citizens to petition their government 
for future enactment or repeal of state 
legislation. 
The utility-citizens group says it is 
wrong to place arbitrary rates in the 
constitution which would actually 
penalize large, poor families which use 
big amounts of gas and electricity. 
It also points out that the rates fail to 
take into account the insulation of 
homes, or lack of it. 
Ohioans for Utility Reform (OUR) 
maintains that the existing rate- 
making machinery has been unfair to 
consumers because of the influence of 
the powerful utility lobby in Columbus. 
It also says imposing higher rates on 
commercial and industrial customers 
would force them to adopt meaningful 
conservation measures. 
Taking a neutral stand on Issue 4 is 
the Ohio league of Women’s Voters. 
Joan Lawrence of Columbus, the 
league’s president, agreed that it 
might promote conservation but added 
that 
“ all the 
poor 
would 
not 
necessarily benefit from it, nor would 


the lifeline amounts set encourage 
conservation by the low and average 
use consumer.” 
Rural power officials came out 
against the issue, saying the electrical 
consumers 
in 
Ohio’s 
28 
rural 
cooperatives use an average of 1,100 to 
1,200 kilowatt hours a month—well be­ 
yond the suggested 400 hours. 
Farmers use large amounts of 
electricity to run beef, dairy, hog and 
poultry 
operations, 
Howard 
A. 
Cummins, executive manager of the 
Ohio Rural Electric Cooperatives, 
said. 
R. Powers Luse, head of the Ohio 
Municipal Electric Association, which 
also is against Issue 4, said he believes 
the majority of urban customers in 
Ohio’s 83 municipal systems would pay 
more for power under lifeline rates, 
but conceded he knows of no detailed 
surveys that bear him out.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The equity 
that owners of American farms held in 
their property last year “continued to 
climb as the increase in the value of 
assets outran the rise in debt against 
the assets,'1 a 
new Agriculture 
Department study says. 


Equity on Jan. I this year totalled 
$494.8 billion in current dollars which 
was more than the total inflated assets 
were worth just two years before, the 
study reported. 


The annual study, called “Balance 
Sheet of the Farming Sector” and

Service, 
only 
mentions in passing the various 
national farm policies that prevailed 
during the two periods. 
Calculating the asset value using 
con&ant 1967 dollars, the value has 
risen 21.6 per cent since the end of 
World War II. In current dollars, the 
report said, the value of farm assets 
increased 12 per cent in 1975 to a total 
of $585.4 billion. 


On the other side of the ledger, 
outstanding farm debt increased ll per 
cent in current dollars to $90.6 billion.

EXPLANATION OF ISSUE NO. 2 
Section 2 of Article XV, Ohio Constitution, requires state printing to be 
let on contract to the lowest responsible bidder or to be done directly by 
the state. Public printing is now governed by adequate provisions in 
statutory law and the Constitutional provisions serve no purpose. 
Section 5 of Article XV, Ohio Constitution, prohibits persons who fight 
or assist in the fighting of a duel from holding any public office in Ohio. 
The legislature has the power to regulate eligibility to office by adopting 
laws and this provision in the Constitution is, therefore, unnecessary and 
obsolete. 
Section 8 of Article XV, Ohio Constitution, establishes a Bureau of 
Statistics in the Secretary of State’s office. Specific detail in the Constitu­ 
tion establishing such a bureau in the Secretary of State’s office is 
unnecessary since the legislature can and has accomplished the same 
thing by statute.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


To adopt new Article XIX, Ohio Constitution 


RELATIVE TO LIMITING THE RATES WHICH MAY BE CHARGED TO RESIDENTIAL 
CONSUMERS FOR FIXED AMOUNTS OF GAS AND ELECTRICITY. 


The proposed amendment would require: 


1. That residential consumers of gas be charged per cubic foot no more than the average 
rate charged by their utility to all users of gas. This rate shall apply for the first 30,000 
cubic feet of gas used each month during the winter months. In addition, those con­ 
sumers may be charged no more than 50 per cent additional per cubic foot for the next 
20,000 cubic feet of gas used per month during the winter months. 


2. That residential consumers of electricity be charged for the first 400 kilowatt hours of 
electricity per month no more per kilowatt hour than the average rate charged by their 
utility to all users. Consumers with all electric homes that were substantially completed 
by the effective date of this amendment shall be charged no more than this rate for the 
first 2,000 kilowatt hours of electricity used per month during the winter months. 


3. That part of those rates which are described above are called lifeline rates and shall not 
be increased by adding any fuel or purchased gas adjustments or other expense except 
when rates are set or reset. 


4. That any revenues lost to a public utility from the implementation of the lifeline rates be 
made up equitably from all other rates.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


To adopt new Article X X , Ohio Constitution 


R ELA T IV E TO PROVIDING FOR REPRESEN TATIO N O F RESID EN TIA L UTILITY 
CONSUMERS IN UTILITY REG ULATO RY ACTIONS AFFECTIN G TH EIR IN TERESTS. 


The proposed amendment would provide: 


1. For a non-profit membership corporation known as the Residential Utility Consumer 
Action Group (RUCAG) with certain powers and duties, including representation of the 
interests of residential utility consum ers in various utility proceedings. 


2. For certain controls on public utilities, their officers and employees, and on RUCAG. 


3. For voluntary membership in RUCAG, contingent upon payment of an annual m em ­ 
bership fee of at least $6; for collection of membership fees; and for RUCAG to intervene 
in utility regulatory proceedings and in judicial review of such proceedings; to force the 
initiation or completion of utility regulatory proceedings; to conduct investigations; and 
to require the production of information. 


4. That RUCAG must reimburse a utility for reasonable accounting and check-off expenses 
for collecting membership fees, although reimbursement of expenses m ay be deferred 
until one year after the first election and installation of trustees. 


5. For RUCAG to be run by a board of trustees and for the qualification, election, campaign 
procedures, duties, and term s of office of such board. It also provides for an initial board 
of trustees to represent consum ers and for the operation of such board until the first 
election. 


6. For filling vacancies on RUCAG’s board of trustees; for all meetings, reports, financial 
data, and studies of RUCAG to be open to the public; and for rem oval of any mem ber of 
the board by petition of the m em bers of RUCAG who voted from his district in the last 
election. 


7. That board members will be bonded and are entitled to reim bursem ent for necessary 
expenses in the perform ance of their duties. Complaints which are non-frivolous shall be 
forwarded to the appropriate regulatory agency which must keep RUCAG informed of 
actions taken. RUCAG’s membership list must be available to m em bers for use con­ 
sistent with the objectives of RUCAG described in this amendment.

The proposed amendment would provide:

In addition the applicant must acquire suf­ 
ficient insurance or indemnification to compensate persons who have been injured or 
damaged. 


2. Exceptions from compliance for certain nuclear plants, facilities, and activities. 


3. I or publication and public review of the adequacy and accuracy of emergency medical 
aid and evacuation plans for all communities affected by nuclear power plants and 
related facilities in the state. 


4. Procedures for an injured party to recover damages in addition to any other remedy, 
including Workmen's Compensation, which are caused by the existence or operation of 
any nuclear power plant or related facility. Defendants in any such suit are to be held 
strictly liable without proof of negligence. Acts which cause such damages shall be 
deemed ultrahazardous activities. 


5. For judicial review and decision for non-compliance with provisions of the proposed 
amendment upon petition by the Attorney General or any citizen.

If 
the General Assembly does not pass the law as submitted within six months or enacts an 
amended version of the law, the committee of the petitioners sponsoring the petition may 
request that the law as proposed or with legislative amendments be put to a vote of 
the people. 


3. That except for emergency laws, tax levies, and appropriations for current expenses, 
any law, section of law, or any item of law appropriating money may be referred to the 
voters if demanded by a petition signed by at least 100,000 electors and filed within 90 
days after such law has passed. Such law or item will go into effect only if approved by a 
majority of the electors voting on it. 


4. Procedures for the filing of the text of a proposed law or amendment or law to be 
referred, for preparation of a summary by the Ohio Ballot Board, for the preparation of 
the petition containing the summary, for requirements for circulating and signing the 
petition, for the Ballot Board to prescribe ballot language and explanations, for 
preparation and publication of arguments supporting and opposing the law or amend­ 
ment, and for placement of the question on the ballot at a general or special election. 


5. That no law proposed by initiative shall have more than one subject and no law approved 
by the voters may be vetoed by the Governor. 


6. That municipalities and counties shall have the right to initiative and referendum as may 
be provided by law. 


7. That no law may be initiated by petition which could not be passed by the General 
Assembly. Other specific limitations on the powers of initiative and referendum which 
relate to taxation of property are repealed.

Unhappy over references to his age 
during recent negotiations with the 
Reds, Rose has told friends he is 
disgruntled with annual contract 
haggling with the Reds front office and 
is considering a move that could land 
him with the Phils. 
“Sure I’m unhappy. But it didn’t just 
come up. I’ve been unhappy with my 
salary a long time,” said the 10-time 
All Star. 
Under major league baseball con­ 
tract rules Rose holds the right to 
select where he would like to be 
traded. A player with IO years ex­ 
perience in the major leagues and five 
with the same club can veto a trade to 
another club. 
The 35-year-old third baseman- 
outfielder, who was raised in Cin­ 
cinnati and became one of baseball’s 
biggest drawing cards with his 
hustling, aggressive style, has been a 
thorn in Philadelphia’s side all season. 
He hit .442 against Phils’ pitching 
during the season and went into 
today’s game with a 5-for-10 effort. 
Rose is reportedly irritated over the 
Reds’ initial contract offer which 
called for a twoyear contract at 
$200,000 a year. He is currently 
receiving $190,000 a year. Teammates 
Johnny Bench and Joe Morgan are the 
highest paid players on the world 
champions, both at a reported $250,000 
a year. 


create pressure,” said Morgan, who 
had walked five times in two games 
but had yet to get a hit. 
“It’s not the pressure of the playoff 
that has been forcing Philadelphia to 
make mistakes. It’s been us,” Morgan 
said. 
Morgan used the sixth inning of 
Game Two, in which the Reds scored 
four runs, as an example. 
“Take Pete Rose. He’s on first.

Morgan said. 
The play described by Morgan was 
the key to the big inning.

“We’re the kind of club,” said 
Morgan, ‘that is able to do whatever 
we have to do.” 
Morgan said the Reds’ strategy 
would be different for the third game. 
“We can play for the big inning now, 
because we’re two games un. That 
doesn’t mean we’ll take it easy We're 
going to play like it’s the seventh game 
of the World Series. But we can take 
more chances.” 
The 37-year-old Kaat, who at Min­ 
nesota pitched in one championship 
series and one World Series, believed 
the Phillies were in a relaxed position. 
“We’re two down, and nobody gives 
us a chance to win (the series) now,” 
Kaat said. “No one expects us to win 
three here. We just might shock a lot of 
people. If we win tomorrow (Tuesday), 
we have a good chance of going all the 
way. 
“We can throw (Steve) Carlton at 
them Wednesday and come back with 
(Jim) Lonborg. My own feeling is that 
we’re at rock bottom. What have we 
got to lose.” 
Kaat was prepared for the Reds’ 
basestealing game. 
“I’ll have to hold them in close,” 
said Kaat, who has a good pickoff 
move. “But the main problem is to get 
’em out before they get to first.” 
Kaat was 2-1 against Cincinnati 
during the regular season, but gave up 
39 hits and 14 runs in 25 2-3 innings.

Anderson said the Reds would not be 
able to run on Kaat. 
Morgan disagreed. “We can run on 
anybody,” said the second baseman 
who swiped 60 bases during the regular 
season and two in the first two playoff 
games. 
The 28-year-old Nolan was Cin­ 
cinnati's biggest winner in the drive to 
the Western Division championship. 
He was second on the staff in complete 


games with seven, and was involved in 
three shutouts. Nolan was 1-1 against 
the Phillies this season. He was, 
however, battered for 22 hits and 12 
runs in 20 innings against the East 
champions. 
How much of a chance did the 
Phillies have to sweep three games 
from the Reds? 
“I'd say about 33 1-3 per cent,” said 
Ozark. Huh?

LOS ANGELES (AP) 
She doesn’t look like Barbara 
Walters, doesn't talk like 
Barbara W alters, doesn’t 
earn as much as Barbara 
Walters and, for some reason, 
didn’t 
mention 
Barbara 
Walters on D-Day. 
Her name is Jane Pauley, 
25. She’s an attractive ex- 
Chicago newscaster with a 
four-year background in 
news. She began Monday as 
the new First I^ady at NBC's 
“Today,” succeeding Bar­ 
bara Walters. 
Miss W alters, lest we 
forget, is at ABC, having 
camped there in June after 16 
NBC years to get $1 million a 
year, coanchor the evening 
news with Harry Reasoner 
and do specials. 
Miss Pauley, who’ll be 
earning but $100,000 or so 
annually on “Today,” came 
across in her debut as an 
intelligent sort who, despite 
her few years in TV, takes to 
the camera like a moth to 
flame. 
Whether she suffers the 
moth’s usual fate depends on 
how she handles the pressure 
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each day in that hamlet of 
hype called New York. 
On opening day, marked by 
smiles and jovial noises from 
host Tom Brokaw, 36, she 
handled herself competently, 
both in ad-libbing and in­ 
terview s with Democratic 
vice-presidential 
candidate 
W alter F. 
Mondale and 
novelist James T. Farrell. 
She didn’t appear nervous 
and generally gave the im­ 
pression of being a young old 
pro, just as assured an in­ 
terviewer as her predecessor. 
No whoopie for her brief 
self-introduction, a vaguely 
worded hello that seemed an 
attempt to avoid making 
viewers think NBC had gone 
off its nut and hired a raw 
rookie for a very big job. 
She didn’t specify she’d 
only been in broadcast news 
since the fall of 1972, just that 
she got into it after quitting a 
political campaign she’d 
joined after graduating from 
Indiana University. 
She said she wound up re­ 
porting the “landslide under 
which my candidates were 
buried. It (the shift to news) 
was a timely move. But for 
more reasons than that.” 
Without naming the station 
on which she began — WISH 
in her native Indianapolis — 
she then noted that “there 
were no women in that 
newsroom and the pressure 
was on to find one.” 
In 1975, NBC offered her, 
and she accepted, a job 
coanchoring and reporting at 
NBC-owned 
WMAQ 
in 
Chicago. 
Speaking jocularly, she 
said she was 24 then, 25 now, 
“and some people say that 
simply is not old enough. 
Well, I’m inclined to think it 
makes precious little dif­ 
ference how old I am.” 
No, but experience could 
make a precious big dif­ 
ference in the caliber of in­ 
terviews with the prominent 
pilgrims who come each day 
to be seen on the “Today” 
show. 
And Miss Pauley’s three 
y ears’ news tim e in In­ 
dianapolis and one in Chicago 
don’t seem much for such a 
key job on the show. 
Well, she may prove NBC’s 
version of a child prodigy in 
the big-league interview 
department. That remains to 
be seen. 
We’ve already seen she 
doesn’t 
lack 
for 
self­ 
confidence. 
On 
Monday, 
Brokaw jokingly said she’d 
been invited to return today 
and asked whether she would 
accept the offer. 
“No ... I’m no longer in­ 
vited,” 
she 
laughed, 
correcting him. 
“ You’re 
stuck with me for a little 
while.”

Coast States

Near-freezing temperatures spread 
through much of the northern Atlantic 
coast states this morning. A cold 
Canadian air mass centered over New 
York was accompanied by clear skies 
and light winds through the region. 
Some of the coldest temperatures 
observed early in the morning were 
Houlton, Maine, 26; Montpelier, Vt., 
27; Concord, N.H., 24; Bradford, Pa., 
29; Atlantic City, N .J. 33; Asheville, 
N.C.; 
Salisbury, 
Md., 
37; 
and 
Charleston, W.V., 38. 
Frost warnings continued for por­ 
tions of southeastern New York, New 
Jersey, eastern Pennsylvania and the 
mountains of North Carolina. 
A cold front stretching from the 
upper 
Mississippi valley into the 
central plains brought relatively 
cooler air into the northern plains. 
However, because of unseasonably 
warm conditions ahead of the front, 
temperatures were actually about 
normal for this time of year. 
TTie two-day dry spell over the nation 
continued into early this morning. 
Precipitation was restricted to a few 
isolated showers found in extreme 
southwestern South Dakota. 
Temperatures around the nation 
ranged fom Concord’s 24 to 76 at 
Melbourne, Fla.

Police Chief 
Candidates 
Take Test 


CINCINNATI (A P) - The Cin­ 
cinnati C ivil Service Commission 
meets today to consider appeals from 
three candidates for Chief of Police to 
questions they answered on the test to 
determine the new chief. 
liOurn Phelps, a University of 
Nevada criminology professor and 
former Richmond, Calif., police chief, 
said the appeals are normal procedure 
before he can begin grading the tests. 
Phelps said the appeals had to do 
with answers he considered correct in 
the test that included essay questions. 


The candidates are Acting Chief 
Myron lu stier, who was appointed 
following 
the 
indictment 
last 
December of Chief Carl Goodin, and 
assistant chiefs Stanley Grothaus and 
Howard Rogers. 
Goodin and Vice Squad lit. Richard 
Beyer were convicted in June of 
tampering with evidence and perjury 
before 
a 
special 
grand jury 
in­ 
vestigating the handling of funds 
collected from two officers assigned to 
traffic broadcasts for commercial 
radio stations. 


Goodin said the money went for 
police informants. The prosecution 
said the money was converted to 
Goodin's own use. 
Phelps said he hopes to have the 
tests back and graded “ in a week or IO 
days.” 
Candidates will then have a second 
opportunity to appeal, he said. 


“ Everything rests on the ex­ 
amination results. Whoever has the 
highest score is your next police 
chief,” said Phelps.

Earth Sw allo w in g Up 
W yo m in g Subdivision 


ROCK SPRIN G S, Wyo. (A P) - 
People have willingly burrowed into 
the earth for years in this coal-mining 
community, but now residents of one 
subdivision fear they may be swal­ 
lowed up involuntarily. 
Streets are collapsing, walls are 
cracking and parents fear for their 
children’s safety as the earth settles 
into abandoned coal mines. 
The subsidence is not new to the 
23,000 people here. But it recently 
began to plague a subdivision made up 
mostly of mobile homes mounted on 
concrete foundations. 
“ Our little boy just missed going 
under when the street started to 
crack,” Sandy Kaumo said Monday 
after a 20-foot-wide hole appeared in a 
street near the fam ily’s trailer. “ He 
stepped back just when it started up." 
Some homeowners are afraid to let 
their children play outside or wander

farther than their front yards. 
“ We have to spend most of our time 
inside,” said Bonnie Fantin. ‘You’re 
afraid to send them to school. You 
have to walk them across the street for 
fear the street is going to cave in.” 
Parts of the two main streets leading 
out of the subdivision have already 
given way, she said. 
Some residents say they can feel the 
earth shift as they lie in bed at night. 
“ It’s kind of spooky,” said Mrs. 
Kaumo. “ It’s so slight. The house 
creaks and doors swing. You can see 
the lines where the ground is splitting 
and opening wider every day.” 
Five times in a week, she said, the 
buckling earth cracked water mains, 
leaving the area without water. 
The subdivision is inside the city 
limits. But Mayor Paul Wataha said 
Rock Springs doesn't accept main­ 
tenance responsibility for the streets 
and water lines there and is under no 
legal obligation to help. Wataha said 
the problems belong to developer 
Howard Routh. 
Routh blamed the subsidence on a 
U.S. Bureau of Mines project which 
pumped tons of water and sand into the 
old shafts. That was intended to stop 
the sinking, but Routh says he may sue 
to stop the backfilling. 
Agency officials could not be 
reached for comment. 
“ Everybody keeps pushing the 
blame off on everybody else,” Mrs. 
Fantin said. She estimated that $6,000 
in damage has been done to her 
fam ily’s property, and she said eight 
homeowners in the area are consulting 
with an attorney about possible legal 
action. 
“ The land just keeps moving,” she 
said. “ It’s a scary, horrible feeling.”
